Sweeping claims of t victory 
continued to come today from the rival camps—republican 
and democratic; wet and dry—but the key to the great bien- 
nial election puzzle rested with the millions who had mani- 
fested few outward signs of interest and given little hint of 
how they might be expected to vote.

Record Tonnage In Sight But 
Sugar Content Less Than 


Last Year.

BRIDGEPORT, 
Neb., Nov. •!.— 


Beets in Morrill county are av- 
eraging around 18 tons to the acre, 
which is larger 
than the record 


yield of 16.4 per acre last year, 
but the sugar content will not be 
so larg», because of bad weather 
the first of this month, when they 
were caught by a disastrous freeze. 


Until Saturday, however, the har- 


vest season has 'been 
ideal, and 


since Oct 9, when the pulling re- 
strictions were raised, there have 
been enormous piles of beets going 
to the dumps, until now it is esti- 
mated that 90 per cent of the crop 
is out of the ground. 
There are 


tons and tons of beets at every 
dump, the largest 
number ever 


known at this time. 


Some fields have yields as high 


as 25 tons to the acre, and one 
field is said to 
have gone to 32 


tons, a record yield for this sec- 
tion. Harvesting1 was stopped Fri- 
day by the rain and 
snow, but 


clearing weather 
Sunday started 
the harvest again, and all beets will 
be 
to the dump within the next 


10 days or two weeks.

Lieut. Frank H. Conant, jr., navy 
speed and .stunt flier, was recov- 
ered Sunday from the 
water in 


which his plane crashed off Ma- 
thews, Va., Saturday afternoon.

Charges that Dan V. Stephens, 


Fremont banker, who "bolted" the 
Bryan support for McMullen had 
many times wavered in his sup- 
posed friendship for 
Bryan, and 


might now be influenced" by per- 
sonal motives, were mado Monday 
in a statement Issued by Charles W. 
Bryan. 


The statement follows: 
"I am not surprised at the means 


used to get into the press. Stephens 
gets back into the democratic! party 
just in time each year to bolt and 
be given prominence in the republi- 
can press. He seems* to warm up 
to .his party associates and friends 
between campaigns for the 
pur- 


pose of publicly 
deserting 
them 


again and giving aid to the op- 
position 
p o l i t i c a l 
party. 
If 


Stephens had made petulant at- 
tack from his own standing in the 
party it would not have been neces- 
sary to give it any attention, but 
when he has himself paraded aa 
a friend and suppoiter of the Bry- 
an family, especially my lamented 
brother, for the purpose of having 
a story carried in the newspapers 
as a. deserter of another member of 
the family, I cannot permit such 
misrepresentation and deception to 
go unchallenged. 
In 
1920 Mr. 


Stephens was put on the Bryan 
ticket by William Jennings Bryan 
as a delegate to the national con- 
vention at San Francisco and he 
was elected a delegate 
with Mr. 


Bryan in a. fight wherein Mr. Bryan 
made a strenuous and expensive 
campaign in this state. Mr. Steph- 
ens did not support Mr. Brian's 
friends at the San Francisco con- 
vention and slid out of San Fran- 
cisco without giving Mr. Bryan a, 
chance to face him. 


Charges Brow-beating.

candidate for governor to fill the 
place made vacant by 
my with- 


drawal from the ticket, subject to 
tho decision of the democratic state 
committee.

saw fit to nominate Mr. JS'orton 
ns 'the democratic candidate to fill 
the vacancy. 
Mr. Stephens seemb 


to be mentally perturbed against, 
all democrats because he failed to 
be placed on the ticket as a candi- 
date for governor.

of $187,000 for the benefit of bunk 
speculators on a bank that had been 
out of business for a 
year. 
The 


supreme court, in a unanmious de- 
cision, upheld my position that Mr. 
Stephens' associates had no valid 
or legal claim whatsoever against 
the bank guaranty fund, which was 
created by assessments on all jf the 
other state banks. 
I .received 
a 


great many letters 
from 
state 


bankers at the time thanking me 
for protecting the bank guaranty 
fund and not permitting the bank 
guaranty law to be violated and 
the other 900 state banks to be im- 
posed upon. 


"During the session of the legis- 


lature when I was governor Mr. 
Stephens was lobbying for the pas- 
sage of a law that would 
have 


killed the state bank guaranty law 
and would have no doubt caused 
the failure of-hundreds of banks In 
Nebraska like there has been in 
Iowa, which would have been par- 
alyzed business in the state. 


"In a committee meeting, in the 


governor's office, of the banking 
committee of the 
legislature Mr. 


Stephens carried' his insistence on 
taking the supervision of the banks 
and especially the bank guaranty 
law out of the hands of the state,

chargir _j that the constitutional of-

the 
depositors, but I 


did consent to a 
provision that 


gave the state the benefit of he 
assistance of, a committee composed 
of bankers, which proved very sat- 
isfactory, both from the standpoint 
of the bankers of the state as well 
as the depositors. 


"A few weeks before the end of 


my term Mr. Stephens asked for 
and secured a charter for a new 
bank that he wanted to establish 
at Dodge, Nebraska, on the ruins 
of a failed national bank.

paying the necessary 51,000 to the 
head of the banking 
department 


for the guaranty fund, as required 
bj law, and operating the new bank 
for 3 short time he came back to 
the banking department 
and de- 


manded his $1,000 back.

notified by the deputy secretary of 
trade and commerce that.it would 
be illegal to return the money to 
him 
under 
the 
circumstances— 


hence another peeve.

NEBRASKA TREES. 


Tree planting is being- given serious thought by the 


authorities in more than a score of Nebraska cities 
ana towns. 4 It is' due to the recognition that trees 
have much to do with the natural beauty of com- 
munities. Until recent years Nebraska had no time 
to cultivate the beautiful, she was still too near the 
pioneer stage and the struggles which it involved. No 
definite program was carried out in the tree planc- 
Ing of the first fifty years "of ^statehood. In a prairie 
state the main purpose was to secure shade and ts 
quickly 'as possible. 
As a result many of the trees 


were varieties which offer little, in the way of beauty. 


In Lincoln for the last ten years tree* planting has 


been under the supervision of tlfe park superintend- 
ent. 
Hes had carried on a series of experiments to 


determine the varieties best adapted to Nebraska cli- 
matic conditions and which were most attractive from 
a standpoint of beauty. Gradually In this city the'un- 
desirable trees are being replaced by 'hose which 
possess beauty and hardiness arid before another de- 
cade is completed, Xiinco.n \ull have thousands of 
trees planted In accordance with the program which 
has been formulated. 


Some of the conditions which must be met in city 


tree planting are set forth b- ""arl Sondregger of 
Beatrice. 
Recently he wrote as follows: 
~ 


"Before ornamental tree-planting for town or city 


streets is undertaken, a number of important points 
must be given attention. Trees native to one part,, 
of the United States may not thrive in another region. 
Some trees are objectionable because their 
roots 
penetrate defective sewers, while others grow'their 
roots so near the surface that they have a tendency 
to heave or crack sidewalks. 
* 
' 


"Only vigorous trees that will withstand the dust 


and smoke of a city should be planted to ornament 
the streets. The root system should be hardy, not 
easily affected by unusual soil conditions, by restrict- 
ed feeding areas, or by root pruning in case street Im- 
provements are made. The shape of the ton of the 
trees should be suited to the width of the street; in 
general, it should be rather high-headed or easily 
trained to that form and of open growth. 


"Of only a little less Importance is the character 


of the foilage masses, whether dark or light, 
heavy 


and somber, or open and airy, and also whether the 
foliage has vivid autumn colorings. The resistance 
of the tree to fungi, insect pests and tree diseases 
Is another important consideration. Trees that "bear 
showy flowers, fruits, or nuts are usually undesirable 
for street planting." 
' 


Hr. Sondregger conclues with the suggestion that 


«oaks are best for city ornamentation and elms are 
second. 
Other varieties which he believes are well 


adapted to Nebraska include Hackberrj. Norway 
Maples, American Linden and Honey Locusts 
All of 


them, with reasonable care, will do well in Nebras- 
ka, he says, and cannot be excelled for beauty.

Office buildings are not supposed 


to be beautiful, Mr .Reynolds con- 
tended, but must 
be 
utilitarian. 


Combine beauty with utility if pos- 
sible, but cut oft the beauty the 
moment it diverges fro mutility. 


. The automobile really-Is not en- 
dangering the centralization 
ot 


cities but instead is bringing in 
more people from the outside, said 
Mr. Reynolds. As for the parking 
question, that will take care 'of it- 
self.

On this 'last 
proposition, Mr. 
Eager took issue with the /speaker. 
Parking is the greatest problem of 
American cities today, fche asserted, 
and has been the greatest threat to 
value of land in congested districts.

Benito Mussolini, Italy's fascist 


premier, has escaped the hand of 
:he assassin at least six times since 
ie marched into Rome four years 
ago and assumed control of the af- 
lairs of the Italian people at the 
lead of the government. 


Only 
so short a time ago as 


September 11 a young Italian stone 
cutter 
threw a bomb at the pre- 


mier's automobile In Rome. 
The 


missile struck a. window of the lim- 
ousine, but did not explode until it 
had fallen to the ground- Mussolini 
escaped' unharmed. 
His'assailant at that 
time was 
seized by a. threatening crowd, but 
was protected from mob vengeance 
'by the police. Four passersby were 
wounded by the bomb. 


On April 7 previovisly, just before 
Mussolini's departure for Tripoli, 
Miss Violet Gibson, an English wo- 
man, fired a. shot which caused a 
slight injury to the pit of his nose 
Miss Gibson has since been declared 
insane by medical experts testifying 
at her trial. 
An attempt in November, 1925, 


frustrated when the police discov- 
ered a plot to assassinate him by 
the former socialist Deputy Zani- 
boni. On Italy's Armistice day, as 
the premier 
was 
on his way to 


make a speech from'his residence, 
Zaniboni was found concealed In a 
nearby hotel with a high powered 
rifle fitted with 
telescopic sights 


and set up In direct line with the 
balcony 
where 
Mussolini was to 


stand- 


No Details Made Public. 


Of the two other attempts on the 


life, of Mussolini, no details, were 
made public. One of these .attacks 
was said to have been carried out, 
but without effect, by a royal guard 
at Chigi palace in 
1923, and 
the 


other, in 1924, when lie was report- 
ed to have been shot at while trav- 
eling by motorcar from an outlying 
city to Rome. 
The Italian people have come to 


look 
upon Mussolini as specially 


protected by Divine providence. He 
himself announced as the slogan of 
his life "Live In Danger," and has 
repeatedly declared that he would 
carry out all his plans for the bet- 
terment of his country no 
• matter 
what happened or what dangers 
confronted him.

He escaped from thousands 
of straight jackets, picked innumer- 
able locks and freed himself while 
hang'ing from a derrick in manacles 
and straight jacket- 
Probably one of his most spec- 


tacular feats, also one of his latest, 
was when he was 
confined in a 


coffin under water for ninety min- 
utes. 
This performance 
resulted 


from his long standing 
challenge 
that he could 
duplicate.or expose 
any seemingly magic trick. Ray- 
men Bey, an 
Egyptian man - of 
magic, had been creating discussion 
by -reamaining in a sealed coffin 
under water for nineteen minutes, 
and he accepted Houdini's defy to 
duplicate the trick. 
"Short breaths and conservation 


of oxygen did it" was Houdini's ex- 
planation after he had bested the 
Egyptian at his own- game by re- 
maining under water .more than 
four times as long. 


First Joins Circus. 
Although 
Houdini's appearance 


before the public began at the age 
of S as a trapeze performer with a 
circus troupe, he first 
turned 'his 
attention to the business of opening 
locks without keyes when he was 
apprenticed to a locksmith in Ap- 
pleton,' Wis., his birthplace, 
after 
its mother objected to a. continua- 
tion of his circus career- 


The trick of opening- 
handcuffs 


•svas discovered when a handcuffed 
prisoner was brought into Appleton 
by a sheriff who had lost his keys. 
Houdini said, the trick was known 
only to him, his wife

One of the magician's standing 


offers, which.he never had to pay, 
was $10,000 to an5' medium who 
could produce phenomena which he 
could not reproduce solely by his 
strength and mental agility.
